La semaine qui vient de finir a été iucontes 
tablement des moins satistaisautes, toutes les 
séances ayant été marquées par la feiblease-et 
par un certgin découragement de la pert de la 
spéculation, et provenant du changement 
d opinion chet quelques faiseurs et de la baisse 
en Amérique. Le fait est que depuis samedi, et 
sans la moindre reprise intérimaire, nous na 
vons fait que reculer et u'eut été le rapport 
américain auquel nous vevons de faire allusion 
et quia permis aux haussiers de soutenir les 
cours, nous étions sur le point d’alleren pleine 
débandade.
